SHALL THE QUESTION OF HOME RULE 


Be Buried Under a Mass of English 


Reforms ?-Mr. T. P. O'Connelf. 


Ultimatum—Sir George Orey'a 


Home-Rule Muture. 


LONDON, July 25.—Despite repeated 


assertions to the contrary, and a brave 
parading- of opinions, it is evident that 
the nationalists are b»gmning to fear 
that the liberals really intend to shelve 
homo rule for a season to satisfy tho 
demands of radicals and liberals, who, 
in order to seonre election, buried tho 
tlome rule issue under a muss of En- 
glish reforms, and who are now clain- 
Jring to have these reforms attended to 
in order to make themielves solid with 
their constituents. 


Reams of speculations, denials and 


interviews have been printed since the 
election in regard to this question. 
Perhaps the most significant of these 
utterances is that of Mr. T. P. O'Con- 
nor, who is regarded as the mouthpiece 
of the nationalists, in a three-column ar- 
ticle in yesterday's Sunday Sun. Mr. 
O'Connor reads the liberals a lesson—a 
sort of ultimatum. Ho says: "We as- 
sume that the statement that homo 
rule is to be shelved la founded on cer- 
tain articles that havo appeared in 
Truth and other liberal organs. Wo 
cannot answer for liberals or for lib- 
eral journalists; but we aro able to 
speak and interpret for our own party 
nnd our own countrymen. So in speak- 
ing and so interpreting Irish feeling, 
my answer to the suggestion that homo 
rule may bo shelved, is that it won't 
do. Home rule must bo the first, the 
most momentous, the chief business of 
the 
government. Any faltering or 


postponing would compel tho Iriah 
party to oppose the government. The 
Irish party has regained its unity with 
a splendor of political judgment and 
organization which are tho marvel of 
tho world. They havo given an elo- 
quent proof of their good faith regard' 
Ing home rule, and yet certain liberala 
aro now preaching tho doctrine of 
shelving that great 
moasuro.

That waa the last they saw of him alive. 
They had been swimming in the pool 
and when they oome ont they missed tbe 
boy. Immediately they notified Mr. 
Mills, owner of the Nat, and Prof. Har- 
rison, the manager, when the search be- 
gan, resulting in the discovery of the 
body in the deep water close to tbe point 
where the boy was last seen sitting on 
tbe platform edge. He had on the re- 
gulation bathing suit. Whether he fell 
off the platform or jumped in ia not 
known. He was a stranger to everybody 
except hia four companions, He did not 
rise to the surface after falling in, and 
the theory that he was taken with a 
cramp or died of heart disease is generally 
accepted.

Condition of tbe Corn. 


In northern and central Illinois daring 


the present week corn baa seemed to 
realize thnt it hns no time to lone if it 
pulls through before frost. The warm 
weather nnd frequent rains have kept it 
growing right along. Little of the corn 
is yet iu tassel nnd it is a etrunge sight 
at this season of the 5 ear to see farmers 
still in their fields working their corn. It 
is sate to say tbnt corn hna been "laid 
by" this eenson with one-third lees culti- 
vation than last year. With the wheat, 
oats and hay harvest all on hand nearly 
at tho same time farmers have been 
forced to lay their oorn by prematurely, 
and tbe almost unanimous opinion seems 
now to be that under the most favorable 
conditions thnt ODD prevail we cannot 
grow in northern f.nd central Illinois 
more than three-fourths ot last year's 
crop of corn.
